THE WORST THOUGHT TO HAVE PASSED, 


roslict In tho Mississippi YaUoySaM 


to Ilavo Caused a loss of Nearly 


84,000,000—Sickness Among It» 


Victims—Kcllof Mcasnres. 


MILLIONS SWl!rT AWAT. 


QUISCT, 111., May 21.—The mighty flood 


in the Mississippi, which will bo remem- 
bered as without a precedent in tho de- 
struction and suffering created, is slowly 
abating and it ia thought that the worst 
of the high wator is passed. But ths 
worst that could happen has already 
occurred, hundreds of families having 
bcon rendered homeless and thousands of 
acres of growing crops ruined, to say noth- 
ing of tho loss entailed by demolished 
dwellings, wrecked fences and washouts. 
A trip thvoush tho submerged regions 
shows that the stories of loss and suffering 
already published have not been exagger- 
ated in llio least. 


From tho northern end of Adams County 


to tho southern end of Pike County the land 
on the Illinois side of tho river \vas protect- 
ed by a system of levees, tho region em- 
bracing a")0,000 acres, tho soil being tho 
richest in tho State. 
All tho region 


is now one vast lake from six to ten 
foot ia depth. Along tho bluffl on tho east- 
ern edgo of tho submerged district hun- 
dreds of families are camped, living in 
tents, huts and in the open air. Betoro tho 
flood most of these people wore well-to-do, 
prosperous iarniors, but now they havo 
littlo or nothing. 


Much sickness prevails among tho unj 


fortunr.tes, owing to want and exposure, 
but prompt measures havo been taken to 
alleviate tholr sufferings. Relief commitr 
tees from Quincy went above and below tho 
city yesterday with provisions, clothing 
and medicines, and most of tho cases ol 
immediate want havo been cared for, but 
the victims will need assistance for sev- 
eral weeks to come. 
Several thousand 


dollars havo been raised in this city for tho 
benefit of tho victims and more will bo 
collected. Tho Inundated regions aro full 
of desolation. Deserted homesteads, with 
the 
water 
lapping 
tho 
caves 
aro 


tho most frequent as we'.! as tho most 
pathetic sight. But hero and there is a 
spark of life not yet extinguished bv tho 
.'ill-destroying waters. While the vast ma- 
jority ol tho inhabitants fled to the higher 
land a few wero not granted timo to got 
away or misjudged tho character of tho 
breaks in the levcc and determined to stay 
with their homes, and aro now living in tho 
garrets or on the roofs. 


Every roof has been turned into a placvs 


c" refuge for livo stock, poultry, etc., but 
numberless houses havo been lifted from 
their foundations and carried away with 
tho Irresistible current or demolished en-, 
tircly. 


In tho Sny levee district below this city 


the situation is infinitely worse than 
In 
tho 
regions 
of 
tho 
north, 


Tho crevasse, which completed tho in- 
undation, opened at 
tho upper end 


of tho embankment and Lho pent-up waters 
from the river poured over tho vast tract 
of rich farming land, sweeping ovory thing 
before it. Tho torrent rushed down In Oj 
groat wave several feet high with a force 
which nothing oould withstand. Oppo- 
site tho crovasso was tho magnificent resi- 
dence of Mr. Btillwoll, of which not .1 vest- 
igo remains. Tho farmers in tho district 
worked on tho weakening: levco with tha 
energy of desperation, caaatng not their 
efTorts until tho bank gave way. Tho nolso 
;liat accompanied it could bo distinctly 
hoard fully two miles. 


Tho towns of Fall Creek, Seehom and 


Hulls are but mere islands, and hundrcde 
of refugees aro huddled together in limited 
space. Four or five families aro living Ia 
each of tho rooms in tho fow houses abovo 
tho wator, and aro suffering intensely. 


Tho damage to railroad property Is enor- 


mous, and it will bo threo weeks aftor tha 
water subsides before trains can ba run- 
ning on lime. This city is cut off from 
railroad communication north, west and 
south. Tho Quincy & Carthago track is -un- 
der wator for a distance of several miles. 
Tho Quincy, Alton & St. Louis track is, 
washed for mllos, the bridges are gono 
and telegraph poles down. Tho Chicago, 
Burlington & Qutccy and tho Wabash 
tracks at East Hannibal wero washed out 
early yesterday morning. On the west sldo 
of tho river r.o attempt is mado to run 
;ra!ns on any of the roads. 


Owing to the great confusion it is impos- 


sible to obtain detailed losses, but tho ag- 
gregate will reach fully $8,000,000 from 
crops nlono. The damage to tho levees, 
louses and railroads will approximate 
cCOO.OOO.
